indicated by a severe blowing of dust 
in the business part of the city, send 
ing the thousands of pedestrians tc 
seek refuge in the hotels and store 
which were opened 
In a lew minute 


the gale increased to a fifty-mile gait 
and the sky was overcast with circu- | 
lating clouds and black masses filled 
with the deluge to come 
Wind and 


rain soon mingled with teinfic force, 
and people on the streets and the thou- 
sands of women and children m the 
parks became frightened, thinking a 
cyclone was upon them 


The heat during the day had become 


oppressive and windows in the hotels 
were left open 
Before they could be 


closed thousands of dollars worth of 
damage had been done and several In- 
juries from glass were reported 
It 


wao dangerous to venture on tne 
streets of the 
down town 
district, 


where flvmg flagpoles, awnings, signs 
and broken windows filled the air 
This was especially true along State 
Btreet 
Several hundred flags hung 


from the windows of the big depart- 
ment stoies of Siegel 
Cooper & Co 


and A 
M Rothschilds &. Co were 


swept away from their fastenings and 
carried with deadly force to the side- 
walk 
Several persons who brayed 


the storm were struck by the poles, 
but they escaped senous mjuiy

cupants to disappeai under the water 
but no bodies have yet been recovered

THE SPINNING WHEEL. 


The Fifth Ward Election. 


It is reported that an.effort is being 


made by some persons to have some vo- 
ting done at the special election in the 
Fifth ward to-morrow which is illegal. 
It is said that some hold that a person 
who has resided in the ward 30 days 
next preceding the election may vote, 
though he has not lived in the state a 
year, or in the county ninety days. The 
constitution of the state of Illinois pro- 
vides what the qualifications of a voter 
must be. It requires a voter to have re- 
sided in the state one year, in the county 
90 days and in the election precinct 30 
days, next preceding the election. This 
is the organic law and any person who 
violates it by voting contrary to its pro- 
visions, or swears in an illegal vote, or 
receives it as a judge knowing it to be 
contrary to the provisions of the con- 
stitution, is liable to punishment by the 
courts.
